Talks Shipping in London. 

Following uu suggestion by Lord 
Milner, I went to London April 22, 
1918, to consider further the ship 
ment of American troopers, At our 
first conference there were present 
Lord Milner und Gen, Sir Henry Wil 
son, who had succeeded General Rob 
ertson as the chief of the general 
staff; Harbord and myself. The main 
point of difference that had developed 
in previous conferences as to Just how 
far the Americans should be commit 
ted to serve in uctive operations wus 
again considered 

I stated that the main thing was to 
get our units trained, and that while 
I wus opposed to amalgamation, yet 
if during the period of instruction the
